In  this  he  gave  rec- 
ognition to  the  fact  that  the  old 
system  of  government  was  anti- 
quated, and  suggested  that  the  two 
provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Can- 
ada shou'd  be  united  and  given 
|  much  greater  powers  over  their 
own  affairs,  with  the  British  dom- 
tinant. 

Lord  Sydenham  was  sent  out  to 
carry  out  Lord  Durham  s  proposed 
policy,  but  he  died  before  the  work 
was  completed,  and  only  in  1849. 
(when  the  Earl  of  Elgin 
Oovernor.  was  the'matter  settled  by 
the  decision  of  the  Legislature  to 
indemnify  those  who.  during  tf'e  re- 
bellion against  Britain,  had  suffered 
losses.  Here  again  trouble  was  ex- 
cited among  a  minority  who  con- 
sidered that  this  was  but  an  en- 
couragement to  those  who  had  pro- 
voked the  turmoil.  This  minority 
was  represented  ln  .he  faction  ln 
Montreal  that  burned  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings.

THE  FINANCIAL  PROBLEM 


Two  features  of  the  present  election  campaign 
are  the  dearth  of  Issues  and  the  confusion  of 
tongues.  There  is  an  outstanding  issue,  but  It 
has  been  only  raised  by  Premier  Bennett.  It  is 
being  Ignored  by  the  other  political  parties.  That 
is  the  question  of  Canada's  financial  standing 
and  what  should  be  done  for  the  future.  Premier 
Bennett  has  sounded  a  note  of  warning  in  this 
respect.  "This  great  national  debt  of  ours  must 
be  reduced,"  he  -says.  "The  strain  which  this 
country  feels  in  meeting  the  annual  charges  upon 
Ita  vast  Indebtedness  Is  tremendous." 

The  desire  of  the  Conservative  Government  is 
to  find  a  solution  of  this  outstanding  problem  of 


< 


the  Dominion  which  Is  closely  interlocked  with 
the,  railway  problem.  Premier  Bennett  has 
promised  to  ask  the  creditors  of  the  Dominion 
Government,  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways 
and  the  Provinces  and  municipalities  to  agree  to 
a  scheme  of  conversion  at  a  substantially  lower 
rate  of  interest  than  now  prevails.  Moreover,  he 
has  promised  to  co-operat3  with  the  Provinces 
and  municipalities  in  refunding  operations  and 
upon  terms  and  conditions  which  are  considered 
Just  to  the  people  of  the  country. 

In  saying  this,  Mr.  Bennett  has  gone  to  the 
heart  of  the  country's  greatest  problem,  one 
which  should  stand  in  the  forefront  of  the  plat- 
form of  every  political  party.  The  Dominion,  on 
March  31  last,  owed  $2,268,673,738,  payable  in 
Canada;  $409,867,591,  payable  In  London;  $292,- 
737,986,  payable  In  New  York,  and  $90,661,100, 
payable  in  Canada  and  New  York.  This  makes 
a  grand  total  of  $3,061,940,415.  Offsetting  this 
there  Is  a  sum  of  $54,532,688  in  bonds  held  as  sink- 
ing funds,  leaving  net  direct  obligations  of  $3,007,- 
407,727.  on  which  the  annual  interest  charges 
are  $138,734,326.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  Cana- 
dian National  obligations.  If  guaranteed  obliga- 
tions are  added  to  this  amount  the  public  debt 
is  Increased  to  $3,994,734,326.  In  other  words,  the 
Dominion  Government,  before  It  is  In  a  position 
to  do  anything  else,  has  to  find  $2,500,000  a  week 
to  meet  interest  on  debt 

The  net  debts  of  the  Provinces  last  year  were  as 
follows:  Alberta,  $112,928,409;  British  Columbia, 
$133,774,539,  with  contingent  liabilities  of  $47,- 
977.857;  Manitoba,  $66,806,840,  with  contingent 
liabilities  of  $8,468,480;  New  Brunswick,  $56,109.- 
500 r  Nova  Scotia,  $50,842,384;  Ontario.  $358,476,- 
853;  Prince  Edward  Island.  $3,621,371;  Quebec, 
$146,492,779.  with  contingent  liabilities  of  $13,- 
092.260.  and  Saskatchewan,  $154,535,553.  These 
figures  are  for  1934.  and  since  then  practically 
all  the  Provinces  have  Indulged  In  heavy  bor- 
rowings. Now.  combined,  their  gross  debts  are  In 
excess  of  $1,500,000,000. 

Municipal  debts  In  1933  stood  at  $1,385,938,395. 
With  added  relief  expenditures  they  now  probably 
total  $1,500,000,000,  or  a  sum  as  great  as  that 
owed  by  the  Provinces.  The  fact  Is  that  a  sum  of 
$6,000,000,000  Is  owed  by  10,000,000  people,  without 
taking  Into  account  the  Canadian  National  bur- 
den. Meeting  the  interest  charges  on  this  stag- 
gering debt  means  such  a  burden  on  business 
and  Industry  that  It  is  perhaps  remarkable  that 
the  country  has  made  such  headway  against 
depression  as  It  has.  It  must  be  remembered, 
however^that  such  a  debt  represses  enterprise 
and  development.  Premier  Bennett  regards  this 
problem  as  the  greatest  before  the  country,  and 
he  is  unquestionably  right.  He  Is  grappling  with 
something  that  is  strangling  the  life  of  the 
Dominion.  He  is  the  only  leader  In  the  present 
campaign  who  has  the  courage  to  state  his  views 
In  this  particular  and  to  offer  suggestions  for  a 
solution.  He  has,  In  fact,  shown  a  thorough  grasp 
of  the  problem  which  Is  hurting  Canada  both  at 
home  and  abroad.  It  Is  the  country's  financial 
problem  which  should  be  the  main  issue  of  the 
campaign.

The  warning  Is  Indeed 
very  necessary,  as  everyone  can  testify  who  takes 
the  trouble  to  watch  his  own  mental  processes 
The  sharply-defined  boundaries  of  the  meaning 
of  any  technical  term  are  only  too  easily  blurred 
and  obsetrred  by  the  ragged  fringe  6f  meaning 
,  that  attaches  to  the  popular  and  ill-defined  one, 
joofand  only  the  severest  resolution  will  enable  the 
student  to  banish  the  loose,  inaccurate  connota- 
tion, purge  the  idea  of  Its  habitual  associations, 
and  steadily  envisage  the  right  picture, 

In  any  case,  to  read  a  few  elementary  treatises 
on  economics  does  not  make  a  man  an  economist. 
An  honest  cleric  In  a  distant  city  one  fine  Spring 
morning  remarked  to  one  of  his  parishioners,  a 
banker  of  long  experience,  that  as  he,  the  cleric, 
had  read  many  books  on  economics  during  the 
Winter  months  he  now  felt  competent  to  Impart 
useful  Information  on  the  subject  to  his  hearers. 
The  banker  politely  congratulated  him  and  hoped 
that  he  would  find  sympathetic  listeners.  "In 
some  other  branches  of  study,"  he  added,  "people 
are  very  exacting.  I  suppose  that  if  I  were  to 
spend  a  Winter  studying  books  on  theology  no 
assembly  of  divines  in  Canada  would  recommend 
me  for  ordination  on  that  basis." 

The  economist  endeavors  to  describe  and  explain 
the  conditions  and  complications  of  the  social 
mechanism  as  it  exists-  The  pseudo-scientist  ap- 
proaches the  science  of  economics  with  an  axe 
to  grind.  The  economist  is  concerned  with  the 
real  world.  For  the  enthusiast  the  real  world  is 
too  often  enveloped  in  a  Utopian  haze.

A  STORY  WITH  A  MORAL 


Sir  Thomas  Beecham,  the  noted  orchestral 
conductor,  tells  of  how  he  recently  visited  a  mov- 
ing picture  house  where  he  saw  a  thrilling  melo- 
drama, shown  rn  fifteen  minutes,  with  the  scene 
laid  in  the  United  States.  In  that  brief  period 
the  crowded  Incidents  Included  a  battle  at  sea, 
a  train  wreck,  a  fire  on  the  130th  story  of  a  San 
Francisco  skyscraper,  the  abduction  of  at  least 
twenty-five  young  women,  and  a  few  other  hardly 
less  exciting  episodes.  The  film  was  accompanied 
by  the  "Good  Friday"  music  of  "Parsifal."

THE  STUDY  OF  ECONOMIC  S

"Pseudo-Economists."  has  made  a  few  timely 
Comments  upon  the  character  and  quality  of  some 
of  the  opinions  which  sometimes  appear  in  Letters 
to  the  Editor.

CASHING  CAMP  GOLD 
In  another  form,  the  Government  » 
had  already  initiated  gold  pur- 
chases, having  contracted  to  take 
the  output  of  British  Columbia  placer 
mines  training  camps  under  Pro- 
vincial control.  Recoveries  under 
this  head  to  date  have  been  light: 
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In  the  present  instance,  gold  pur- 
chases will  be  made  through  Govern- 
ment channels  at  the  offices  of  the 
various  gold  commissioners  through- 
out BrltLsh  Columbia.  A  scarcity  of 
gold  scales  was  referred  to  by  the 
Premier  as  an  immediate  obstacle 
that  wUl  be  overcome.

Raven,  who  had  the  work  of  Judging 
the  breads  and  pastries,  found 
among  the  exhibits  an  excellent 
loaf  of  white  bread  sent  In  by  Colin 
Chlsholm.  a  former  secretary  of  the 
Saanich  Agricultural  Association, 
and  was  so  delighted  with  the 
"find"  that  she  promptly  recom- 
mended to  thf  directors  that  they 
should  institute  a  bread  -  making 
class  for  bachelors  as  a  regular  part 
of  the  fair.
